S.O. 787 (E). -Whereas certain proposals to revise the minimum rates of wages payable to the categories of employees employed in 
the employment in agriculture wore published as required by Clause (b) of sub-scctiou (1) of section 5 of the Minimum Wages Act, 1948 
(11 of 1948) at pages 332 to 335 of the Gazette of India Extraordinary Part II, Section 3, sub-sect'on (ii) dated the 29th February, 1980 under 
the notification of the Government of India, in the Ministry of Labour No. S.O. 131(E) dated the 29th February, 1980 for the information 
of and inviting obj actions and suggestions from all persons likely to be affected thereby, till the expiry of the period of two months from 
the date of publication of the said noitication in the official Gazette. 

And whereas the said Gazette was made available to the public on the 29th February, 1980. 

And whereas, the objections and suggestions rccived on the said proposals have been considered by the Central Government; 

Now therefore in exercise of the powers conferred by Clause (b) of sub-section (1) of Section 3, read with Clause (iii))of s ub section (1) 
of section 4 and sub-section (2) of section 5 of the Minimum Wages Act 1948 (11 of 1943), and in supersession of the notification of the 
Government of India in the Ministry of Labour Number S.O. 3331 dated the 18th September, 1976 the Central Government afierconsulting 
the Advisory Board revises the miniumum rates of wages as specified in Column (2) of the Schedule annexed hereto, paybale to the categoric, 
of employees employed in the employments in agriculture as specified in the corresponding entries in Column (1) of the said Schedule and 
directs that this notification shall come into force on the dateof its publication in the Official Gazette.

(2) Where in any area the minimum rates of wages fixed under this notificaiion are lower than the minimum rates of wages fixed by 
the State Government for employees in the scheduled employment of Agriculture in respect of which it is the appropriate Government the 
higher rate would be payable as minimum wage under this notification ; 

(3) (a) Unskilled work means work which involves simple operations requiring little or no skill or expeiience on the job; 

(b) S imi-skilled work means work which involves some degree of skill or competence acquired through experience 'on the job 
and which is capable of being performed under the supervision or guidance of a skilled employee, and, includes unskilled 
supervisory work; 

(c) Skilled work means work which involves skill or competence acquired through'experiencc on the job Or through training 
as an apprentice or in a technical or vocational institute and the performance of whichcalls for in itiativeand judgement; 

(d) "Highly skilled” means work whichcalls for a degree of perfection and full competence in the peiformanccof certaintesk 
acquired through intensive technical or professional training or practical work experience for long years and also requires 
of a worker to assume lull responsibility for the judgement or decisions involved in ihe cxccuiion of these tasks. 

(4) The minimum rates o, wages shall consist of all inclusive rates and mclude also the wages for weekly day of rest; 

(5) The minimum rates of wages arc applicable tofemployees employed by contractors also ;■ 

(6) The minimum rates, of wages for disabled and young persons below 18 years, of age shall be 70°„ and 80 "Respectively of the rates 
payable to adult workers of the uppropriale category.
